Under  no  circumstances  shall  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana  be  or  be  held  responsible  for 
any  sum  or  sums  due  from  the  said  property  owner  or  owners,  or  for  the  payment  of  any  bond  or  bonds, 
except  for  such  moneys  as  shall  have  been  actually  received  by  the  City  from  the  assessments  for  such 
property  damages  as  said  City  is  bj^above  entitled  act  required  to  pay.  All  proceedings  had  in  the  making 
of  said  improvement,  assessment  of  property,  collection  of  assessments  and  issuance  of  bonds  therefor, 
shall  be  as  provided  for  in  said  above  entitled  act  and  all  amendments  thereto  and  supplement**  thereof. 

* The  vacation  of  the  above  described  Street  and  alloy**  shall  be  subject  to  an  easement  for  the  use  of  the 
City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  and  other  public  utilities  for  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  sewers, 
water  mains,  gas  mains,  electric  pole  lines  and  conduits,  telephone  and  telegraph  pole  lines  and  conduits. 

All  Streets,  lots  and  lands  affected  by  the  above  described  vacation  are  situated  in  the 
northeast  quarter  of  Section  Nine,  Township  30  north.  Range  12  east  and 
lie  wholly  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana.

The  legal  ad  for  declaratory  resolution  #938-1956  calls  for  vacation  of  Greater  Street 
from  the  west  line  of  Wright  Street  to  the  Junk  Ditch.  We  have  a fire  hydrant  located 
on  the  northwest  corner  of  Greater  Street  and  Wright  Street  and  it  may  become  neoessary 
to  move  this  hydrant  in  order  to  locate  it  off  of  private  property  if  the  street  right- 
of-way  reverts  to  the  property  adjacent.  If  this  becomes  necessary,  the  cost  will 
probably  be  $200  or  $300  and  we  feel  that  the  then  owner  should  stand  this  cost.
